There is a difference in the weight 
of the two kinds of nine pounds. 
The cotton mills can afford to allow 
nine pounds extra on every bale of 
cotton covered w ith cotton bagging, 
as they get th at many more pounds 
in tho bale. 
The F arm ers’ Union in Mississippi 
has been m aking a strenuous effort 
this year to introduce cotton bagging, 
and have succeeded in getting about 
70,000 bales wrapped with it. 
A very 
good sta rt for one year’s effort, when 
we consider the conditions th at have 
to be overcome. 
The jute bagging 
tru st controls alm ost entirely the m a­ 
terial with 
which cotton 
has 
been 
wrapped for years, and so cleverly has 
the trust m anipulated m atters th a t it 
has been able to defeat any movement 
to wrap cotton w ith any m aterial other 
than jute, but the tim e is not far dis­ 
tan t when all cotton will be wrapped 
in good grade of coton bagging —
